*** Hermon Fraud Alert: The Union 76 gas station at Avenue 60 and Monterey Road has been hit by 
criminals who placed an illegal “reader” on the pumps. These are almost undetectable, but capture all 
your bank or credit card info with just your one swipe. So, check your recent statements and card 
protection - back even several weeks - and maybe for awhile go inside to pre-pay for your gas until the 
situation is sorted out. 

*** Signs, glorious signs! We NOW have signs posted in the 5700 and 5800 blocks of Monterey Road 
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restricting overnight parking of oversize vehicles. Yay, and thank you to Councilmember Jose Huizar for 
getting those signs, which will cut down on graffiti and other criminal activity that has happened, hidden 
behind those large vehicles. Hermon is now just a little bit safer. So, call the 24/7 traffic violation division 
at 213.485.4184, to report an oversized vehicle (anything over 7-feet tall OR 22-feet long) parked 
anywhere on the street in the 5700 or 5800 blocks of Monterey overnight - or, for that matter, ANY large 
commercial vehicles parked on the street within Hermon’s residential area. I’d recommend calling late at 
night so they can check it out overnight. That seems to work. 

*** Community Emergency Response Team (CERT) FREE classes begin SOON in Hermon - starting 
Tuesday, March 4 - so please register now! Let’s make Hermon even safer. Call Mark at 323.895.6275 
or e-mail him at marklegassie@gmail.com mailto:marklegassie@gmail.com Why take CERT training? 
It’s like paying your car insurance. You hope you’ll never need it, but when the occasion arises - like 
being CERT trained - it means you’re as ready as you can be to help yourself and your family. 

It’s important for all of us to know that in a widespread disaster, the LAFD, paramedics, and police WILL 
NOT BE ABLE TO COME. They’ll be deployed first to major incidents such as collapsed buildings. And 
further, our Fire Station 12 may not be able to get to us if the old bridges over the Arroyo collapse. So 
we need to be prepared to take care of ourselves and community. 

Class members receive 17+ hours of fascinating instruction (every Tuesday evening) for 7 weeks and 
it’s open to anyone over 17 years of age. So, register now .... 

*** This is fun. A new social media area - specific to Hermon - has been setup called Nextdoor 
Hermon. It makes it easy to communicate with your neighbors about “Hermon” issues. We can share 
recommendations for babysitters, plumbers, pet sitters; but we can also deliver and discuss police and 
other safety alerts, community meeting reminders, and ideas for topics to be discussed at meetings - 
and it’s a good way to meet your neighbors! 

The Nextdoor Hermon website is password-protected, and private to you and your neighbors. You must 
verify that you live within Hermon’s boundaries before you can become a member of Nextdoor Hermon. 
Info you share is secure, you can set it to be not available on any search engine, and your personal info 
is never shared with advertisers or third parties. You can also shut off feed from or to any neighboring 
community - such as Montecito Heights or Monterey Hills - with the click of a button. 

Nextdoor does have some connection with the City of L.A., so - just being up-front here - you will get 
posts from Mayor Garcetti’s office and maybe something from Arroyo Seco Neighborhood Council. But I 
think the community connection in Hermon can be a powerful communication device.

*** The final Hermon Local Issues meeting of the Arroyo Seco Neighborhood Council (ASNC) year is 
coming up on Thursday, March 13. Councilmember Huizar will be with us as well as LAPD Sr. Lead 
Officer John Pedroza for that meeting. Please plan to be there - the Church Fellowship Hall, 5800 
Monterey Road, at 7 p.m. 

FYI . . . you can run to represent Hermon on the ASNC board for the next 2-year term, which begins this 
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spring (May 2014). Election day is on April 26, but you’ll need to register as a candidate no later than 
March 12, and have all documentation turned in by then. You can do that by filing online at 
http://empowerla.org/asnc/arroyo-seco-nc-2014-elections/ http://empowerla.org/asnc/arroyo-seco- 
nc-2014-elections/ or see other filing options there. 

The requirements to run to represent Hermon are that you live, work, or own property in Hermon (and 
there are a number of other “at-large” seats Hermonites can also run for, listed there). In addition, you 
can also run for the board if you have a substantial and ongoing “community interest” in Hermon, such 
as being on the board at the charter high school, someone who regularly attends Hermon Church, or are 
a parent of a student attending any school in Hermon.

*** You won’t know it, but you’ll be even safer at Fresco Community Market now. Owner Jon Murga has 
employed an off-duty LAPD plain-clothes officer to spot and catch those who might be in the store to be 
involved in criminal activity. Fresco will still have the same nice easy-going atmosphere, but now that 
guy - in the Hawaiian shirt next to you - may be watching to stop a stolen beer grab-and- run. 

*** Yesterday, some kids were spraying graffiti on Hermon signs. A neighbor saw them and went outside 
to call the cops. He was seen, and a nasty confrontation started back-and-forth that ended with rocks 
being thrown through his kitchen window - just inches from where his 4-month-old son was resting. 
Gratefully, the little one was not hurt. It is important for us to remain vigilant and call the cops, but the 
police would remind us to never put ourselves in danger. That’s their job. We never know if someone we 
meet might have a gun and a bad attitude. So make the call and take pictures - from inside. 

*** Want to read the news story from Eastern Group Publications (aka, the “Northeast Sun” newspaper) 
about our community meeting regarding the medical marijuana dispensary? To me, there was only one 
little “error” - in claiming Hermon was just “lucky.” Nope . . . neighbors called neighbors, e-mailed, 
walked and handed out hundreds of fliers, announced it at meetings, wrote about it, and so on. Just 
proves once again - Hermon people always show up for their community.
